Two New Kings. 


Agconiing to a convauniqué which has: 


jus been issued by the Colonial Offies, 
the Emir Feisul has arrived at Basra. 
ahis event marks the beginning of the 
end of the Mesopotamian problem in its 
present form. Since last autumn Mesopo- 
tamia has been under the administration 
‘of a Provisional Government, whose coun- 
cils have been directed mainly by Sir 
Percy Cox. The Home Government has 
been cudgelling its brains to find a satis- 
factory régime which might have, at any 
rate, the appearance of permanence, and 
Mr. Churchill, after a great dedi of 
hesitation, finally took the scheme pre 
pared by Colonel Lawrence to his bosom. 
The proposal is that Emir Feisul shall 
become King of Mesopotamia—nominally, 
the inhabitants will choose their own 
king, but so far the Emir is alone in the 
field—while his brother, Abdullah, shall 
reign over Trans-Jordania. The French 
will have Syria; Palestine will be left in 
the hands of the Jews—if they can hold it 
against Arab insurgents ; and the two new 
Kingdoms will be independent States 
under the protection of the British Empire. 
From all accounts Feisul seems to have 
been welcomed with great enthusiasm by 
the people of Basra, and in the role of the 
first Arab King of Irak his progress to 
Bagdad is likely to be in the nature of a 
triumph. Abdullah is already enthroned 
on the land beyond the Jordan, and for 
ihe moment, at any rate, the Bedouins are 
so much intrigued with the novelty of two 
brand new kings that they have put a curb 
on their predatory instincts, The fighting 
is at an end, and from the Jordan to the 
Persian Gulf all the outward and visible 
signs of peace are to be found. How long 
this idyllic condition of affairs is likely to 
last no man can tell. Probably it will last 
so’ long as fhe privy purses of Feisul and 
Abdullah are kept well supplied with 
British gold 

Unfortunately, even in Mr. Cherchill’s 
carefully prepared amber there ig a fly. 
France does not share the British ad- 
miration of old King Hussein’s sons. In 
her view the King. of the Hedjaz is a 
scoundrelly Bedouin who would sell his 
soul for sixpence and has no aim beyond 
his personal aggrandisement. The French 
Government laughs at his pretensions to 
kingship and dissents strongly from the 
British policy towards him and his 
ambitious family. On Wednesday the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Paris 
Chamber took a very significant step. It 
adopted a motion calling the Government's

There is another aspect of the problem. 
Kings need money, and neither Feisul nor 
Abdullah can hope to squeeze anything 


out of his loyal, but penniless, subjects. 
The idea, of course, that the British 
taxpayer shall maintain the Royal house- 
holds at Bagdad and at “the rose-red' city, 
half as old as Tiine,’’ where, we presume, 
King Abdullah will hold his levées. Now 
the British taxpayer is a strong ass, but 
he has come to the end of his tether. Only 
yesterday Mr. Chamberlain told the House 
of Commons that “no sane man ” could 
expect the Budget estimates to be realised 
this The coal strike and varidus 
other things have upset all Sir Robert 
Horne’s rather optimistic reckoning. and 
the revenue which up to the present has 
trickled into the Exchequer 4s hopelessly 
short of expectations. It is as certain as 
anything in national finance can be certain 
that the Government will be compelled to 
turn to the money-lenders again at the 
end of the year. In these circumstances, 
with the best will in the world, Britain 
cannot undertake the remuneration of 
Arab Kings. She has spent enough money 
on. Mesopotamia already, and the little 
that remains in her coffers she needs for 
other purposes. French opposition and 
the lack of ready cash, therefore, are likely 
to interfere with Mr. Churchill’s plans. 
If he can overcome M. Briand’s prejudices 
and induce the Royal brothers to forego 
their salaries, the whole nation will 
applaud his success; but his chances are 
not hopeful The truth is that Meso- 
potamia is a nuisance. Britain has 
certain vital interests in the Middle Kast— 
the Suez Canal, for example—and by all 
means they must be safeguarded, but she 
cannot afford these costly experiments in 
petty Kingdoms.

Work and Wages. 


Industrial crises come quickly in these 
days. The country had just grasped the 
fact that the miners had consented 
to return to work when it was announced 
that a stoppage was imminent in the 
engineering — trade. The relationship 
between masters and men have been 
strained for a considerable time. Both 
parties recognised some months ago 
that wages could not be maintained at the 
war level, but they could not agree on the 
way in which the reduction should be 
made, Conferences were held soon after 
Christmas, but the negotiations were 
abortive. Then the employers, exercising 
their undoubted right, announced that a 
series of “cuts” which they regarded as 
essential would take effect at ‘stated 
periods. The Amalgamated Engineering 
Union, the Engineering and Shipbuilding 
Trades Federation, the National Union of 
Foundry Workers, and the thirty-one 
other organisations concerned appealed 
thereupon to the Ministry of Labour, and 
at its request the masters suspended the 
notices until yesterday so that the opinion 
of the rank-and-file might be tested. The

We hear a great deal about the 
value of collective bargaining just now ; 
but the fact remains that a majority of 
the miners and a majority of the 
engineers have abstained from voting on 
issues that are of vital importance to 
them. The explanation, we believe, is 
that trade union ballots are not conducted 
with that secrecy which is necessary for 
the prevention of victimisation. The result 
of the ballot was declared on Wednesday 
afternoon and the remainder of the day 
was spent in feverish efforis to effect an 
eleventh-hour settlement. Conferences were 
arranged and both the workers’ executive 
and the masters showed an eager desire for 
peace, By 2 o'clock yesterday morning the 
terms of a provisional settlement had been 
hammered out, and at a meeting of the 
men’s delegates in the foreneon these 
terms were approved. Consequently the 
employers have suspended the notices for 
a further fortnight in order that a fresh 
ballot may be taken. The prospect of 
permanent peace in the industry 1s bright ; 
but it is a pity that matters were allowed 
to drift until a strike was brought within 
the range of probabilities. Both sides had 
a precise knowledge of the state of the 
industry and knew that a reduction of 
wages was necessary. Yet they could not 
come to terms before a “crisis” had been 
reached. It is natural for workers to 
resent a wage “cut,” ; but there is no use 
in carrying resentment so far as a strike 
when a “cent ” becomes inevitable. 


The Oxford Congress. 


Next week a Congress of the Universities 
of the British Empire will be held at 
Oxford. Delegates have arrived from the 
four quarters of the earth—a goodly host, 
for the Empire has many Universities and 
few, if any, have refused this invitation 
from the mother of them all. Most of 
them are children in comparison with the 
University of Dublin, who is sending her 
Provost and other representatives. In one 
respect the Congress will resemble other 
Yongresses. ‘The members will meet in 
@rave assembly and will discuss various 
problems of education. Formal addresses 
will be delivered by University Chan- 
céllors, including Mr. Balfour, Earl 
Curzon of Kedleston, and the Earl of 
Shaftesbury, who is Chancellor of Queen's 
University, Belfast. In its essence, how- 
ever, this Congress will be a thing apart— 
rather a pilgrimage than a congress. With 


speakers, they will not be the real attrac- 
tion. The pilgrims are coming from fat 
and near to worship, not the universal 
Athena of education—they can worship her 
at home—but the genius loci. Oxford 
and must remain, the Mecca of University 
mén throughout not merely the British 
Empire, but the English-speaking world.

There is no place save 
Oxford where the spirit and tradition of

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The State as Trader. 

A new Blue-book on the State’s trading 
operations during the reinforces 
an already too familiar moral. The 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries was 
responsible for twenty-six schemes con- 
nected with food production. Most of 
them were unremunerative and the total 
loss amounted to £4,462,596. The Ministry 
of Food decided to experiment in the 
manufacture of meal called 
farina, and established a factory at a cost 
of £18,000. The factory produced two tons 
of farina, which realised £70. The trading 
accounts of the bacon section for 1918-19 
include selling agents’ commission to the 
amount of £1,523,896, of which £200,000 
apiece went to two firms. In March, 1919, 
the Central Live-Stock Fund showed a 
surplus of £1,341,547, but twelve months 
aiterwards there was a net deficit of 
£215,108. Between August, 1914, and 
March, 1919, the Sugar Commission made 
a net profit, of more than six millions. A 
year later the account showed a net loss 
of more than two millions as the result 
of large increases in the purchase price of 
sugar. A quarter of the loss of four 
millions on the account for trading in home 
timber supplies is set down to the cost 
of “damage to roads.” The exact loss on 
account of the bread subsidy during its 
course of two-and-a-half years has not 
been ascertained, but it is believed to 
exceed £105,000,000. There is one cheer- 
ful item in this catalogue of unprofitable 
trading. The Liquor Control Board shows 
a balance of £435,335; but the Briton’s 
gratitude will be checked by his recollec- 
tion of the price and quality of the con- 
trolled article. :
